Juſtinian was always againſt the Doctrine of Eutyches, which 
the Orthodox Biſhops ſufficiently declare in their Addreſs to 
Asgapetus againſt the Acephaliſts. (a) Knowing, fay they, 
that our Emperor that is under God's protection as a Deſciple 
of Chriſt, that he has a moſt approved Soul, and ready to 
join or participate with you of ſo good a work, who has al- 
ways ſtudied from the beginning of his Reign to this preſent 
time, to keep the Body of the Church ſound, and perfectly 
intire, and free from all Heretical Diſtempers: And Baroni- 
us ſays, (b) that as ſoon as ever Agapetus was made Pope, Ju-

oriaus of a later hatch. Bur Facundus, Liberatus, and the 
Meſtoriaus contemporary with the Emperor, flung this Odinm 
on Theodora, and on Theodorns of Ceſarea : and when Vigi- 
uus join'd with the Emperor und Empreſs to condemn the 


three Chapters; and Excommunicated Ruſticus and Sebaſtia- 
nus, for reflecting on him, for publiſhing his Fudicatum. Then 
they invented this malicious Story againſt Theodora and Vigi- 
uus, becauſe Theodora by her diligent application, wrought 
Vagilius up to that good temper to comply with the Emperor.

Theodora's Death; but poſſibly her Ghoſt might purſue, and 
perſecute him after her Death; for Women's Ghoſts have 


been terrible things to ſome Popes. But now Mr. B.B. cloſes

publiſh'd preſently his (4) Judicatum directly contrary to his 


former Writings; herein he condemned the three Chapters 


as the Emperor had done, and this he aſſerts, he ſet forth by 


his Apoſtolical Authority, and Excommunicated Ruſticus, and 
Sebaſtianus, for railing againſt him, and againſt this Judica- 


tum; for moſt of the Weſtern Biſhops were highly offended at 


this change, as betraying the Faith, and therefore the African 
Biſhops in a Synod Excommunicated Pope /ipilius, as Victor 
(6) tells us. This ſtruck the Apoſtolick. Rock, as if it had 


been another Moſes Rod, and made him relent again; and if 


we may believe Baronius, he publiſh'd another Ed1Q (c) for 
Taciturnity, that no body ſhould mention the three Chapters, 


or diſpute about them, till a general Council decided the Con- 


trover ſy. About which Council, when the Weſtern Biſhops 
were come to him at Conſtantinople, he clearly turn'd the Cat 
in the Pan again, and publiſh'd the Conſtitution we now diſ- 
pute about, directly contrary to his Judicatum, and to the 
fifth General Council. And yet being baniſh'd for this by the 
Emperor, within half a year, he condemned this ſolemn 


Conſtitution, made by the Infallible. Spirit of. a Pope and 


Council, and. diſanull'd it quite, if there be any credit to be 
given to that Decretal Epiſtle, publiſn'd from the Manuſcript 


of the King (4) of France's Library, by Peter de Marca. And 


thus remarkably did that ſolid Rock of the Roman Catholick 
Religion, change and turn after he was a true Pope; more 


like the Weather. cock, than the Corner- ſtone of St. Peters 


Temple. And now Mr. B. B. to confirm what he has deli- 


vered, Cites his Authors, Paulus Diaconus in vita Fuſtin.

not have one Sentence but what diſcovers Error and Ignorance, 
They-neither do give account of all that he here aflerts, nor 
if they did were their Authority of much moment. Pars 


Diaconus (a) lived 220 Years after all theſe Tranſactions, 


and 'tis only a ſhort Epitome, confuſedly reciting the imper- 
fecc Stories he relates, as will be obvious to any onethat chro- 


nologicaly examins him. And A:monius (b) lived nigh 500 
Years after in the Szculum Obſcurum, and has only tranſcrib'd 
Anaſtaſins Pontifical, as to this part of his Hiſtory, and there- 
fore he might as well have given us the Original Te if he 
had underſtood as much. 

And now having done with what Mr B. B. ſays, as to Vi- 
gilius in his Letter, J pals to the 15th Page of the Pamphlet, 
to what he has further added, in anſwer to my Sermon on 
the ſame heae.

very fully. Are theſe two the ſame then, either in words or 
ſenſe? they are ſo very different, that they intirely alter the 
ſtate of the Queſtion, running back to deny what before was 
granted; for what matter were it, whether /igilus were a true 


or Antipope ? if the Decree contained no Hereſy. Bur ſup- 


poſe Mr. B. B. was miſtaken herein, 1s he to be caught ſo as 
the whole Controverſy ſhall be intirely decided thereby? No, 
5 favour him yet further; but then if he ſtick to his own 

2hurch, be ſhould make a fair Confeſſion; but he would ra- 


ther compliment me, and pur it upon a point of generoſity, 


promiſing to join iſſue on this Head. This is generous , ſays 


he, aud therefore I will join iſſue with you; and if you have 


not impoſed upon your Hearers; and advanc'd for Neſtorianiſm, 
tze ver) Condemnation. of that Hereſy, I will become a Prote- 
ſtant. Sir, you ſtate the Caſe, and fix a Point, and then im- 
mediately equivocate to unſettle it again, and give room for 
quibble and cavilling : For we know Vigilius did formally 
condemn Neftorizus, and his Doctrine; tho he did at the ſame 


time really aſſert and maintain it. Juſt as the Parliament decla- 
red they fought for King Charles, and againſt his Enemies, and 
hated Rebellion , when they ſlew his Friends and adherents, 
and cut off his Head; Thus Vigilius did condemn Neftorins; 


but aſſerted and vindicated his Do&rine- under other Titles, 
viz. Thoſe Writings of Theodorns, Theodorit and Thas, call'd: 
the three Chapters, which, give me leave to acquaint you 
with a little, and then PF 1! either prove all that he here requires 
of me, or elſe I'll fink in the Cauſe, and yield to be his Slave. 


In the third General Council, viz. of Epheſus, Neſtorius 


was condemn'd for a Heretick ; but the Proceedings being ra- 
ther too precipitous, two Parties aroſe, one under St. Cyril, 
F the Council, the other under John of Antioch. 
Theſe being furious againſt each other, the Emperor declar d 
in favonr of St. Cyril, and by Edict confirm'd the Condemna- 
tion of Neſtarius. Wherefore John, and the Neſtorian Party

under him, durſt no longer own the Name of Neſtorius, but 
craftily revived the ſame under the name of Theodorus of 


one hand, as Neſtorius had done on the other : For where- 
as Neſtorius aſſerted two Natures in Chriſt, the God-head 
and Man-hood without Union, Eutyches aſſerted ſo intire a0 
Union, that the Man-hood was abſorpt in the Deity, ſo that 
his Body was only Phantaſmical. Theſe were like Papiſt, 
and Presbyterian, and the Orthodox like the Church of En-

ſtorians had then a fairer pretence, and upbraided all as Eu-

gain the Condemnation of Neftorins and Eutyches abſolutely ; 


and this they hoped would have been a ſufficient refutation, 
Toſhew moderation, they medled not with Theodonus, becauſe 
he had been long dead. But there were great Clamonrs and 
bitter Expreſſions againſt Theodorit at firſt; yet the Emperor 
Marcian ſtop d the violence and tumult; and they were per- 
ſwaded to receive him upon his Anathematizing Neftor ius.

Methods, inſtead of Healing, made the Neſtorians more in- 


h ſolent than ever, ſo that we have the experience hence, what 


is the reſult of too much tenderneſs and condeſcention ; to 
pain perverſe and petulant SeAaries ; for they bragg'd the 
more, that this Council had declarcd in their favour, having 
receiv'd Iheodorit, and approv'd of the Epiſtle of Ibas, and 
Tacitly own'd the Writings of Theodorus. Therefore the 
FE eſtorians pretended, to be mighty Zealots for the Council of 
alche don, and aſſerted. that it was damnable, either to add or 
diminiſh from it, making the ſtricteſt terms of Catholick Com- 
munion, to be the Anathematizing Neſtorius and Eutyches. ] he 
Emtychiens on the other hand enraged, rejected this. Council 
of Calobedon, chere were ſeveral other Sectaries, as the Ag- 


nates, Gainites, &z that, joined with them herein, and in 


reneral,, went under the name of the Acephali. There were 


alſo a third ſort, call'd Heſs ttantes, that hang'd betwixt the 
two former opinions, neither approving wellof the Council 


of Calchedon, nor yet abſolutely. rejecting it. The Orthodox 
then Were: thoſe, that contrary to the Acephaliſis, clearly aſſer- 
ted the Authority of the Council of Calchedon, and contrary 
to the Neſtorians, condemn' d the new notion of Neſforianiſin, 
affirming that the Council of Calchedon had. implicitly. and 
ſufficiently condemn'd the three Chapters; and that any her 
Hüncil might more expreſily Anathemize and Condemn The- 
odorus,. Theodarit and 1bas, tho dead, if their Heretical Do- 
rines were carried on, and vindicated under their Names. 
And now to prove to you that they. were really Neſtorians, 


that in this diſguiſe Anathematized Neſtorius,. but vindicated 7

tal Biſhops, as ſuppreſling the name of Neſtorius, and diſſem- 


bling an averſion to him, and yet advancing the Doctrine of 
Theodorus contained in thoſe Books that he writ about the In- 
carnation, wherein are many Poſitions, that are far worſe than 
the Blaſphemies of Neſforius; for he was the Father of the 
Hereſy of Neſtorius, and deliver d thoſe miſchievous Princi- 
ples, whereby he became the Impious Man he now is. But 
Juſtinian more compendiouſly and plainly, has laid this down 
in his Epiſtle to the fifth General Council. (c) The Follow- 
ers of Neſtorius, deſirous td introduce theirown Impiety into 
the Church of God, and not being: able to effect it in the 
Name of Neſtorius, have endeavour d to accompliſh the ſame 
through Theodorus of Mopsveſtia, the Tutor of /Ne/torins; : 
who has utter'd-far worſe Blaſphemies than Neſtorzus---as alſo 
by the Impious Writings of Zheodorit---and by that wicked 


Epiſtle, which as is ſaid to have vrit to Maris the Perſian,

is juſt ſuch another proof, (as I have faid before) as if any one 
| ſhould prove, the Parliament that cut off King Charles's Head, 
were not his Enemies, becauſe in their Proclamations and E- 
dicts, they declar'd they fought for him, and to make him a 
glorious King. But Mr. B. B. adds, Tou inſtance then a De- 
cree of Pope Vigilius, wh:ch you undertake to prove by the date, 
to have been made when he was true Pope. Note therefore, 

That it is incumbent upon you to 3 things, viz. That 
there was a Decree made by Vigilius when a true Pope: And 
that that Decree was in favour of the Neſtorian Hereſy. In 
ſhort Sir, both theſe I will undertake fairly to prove. 

Firſt then, That there was a Decree made by Vigilius when 
a true Pope: With ſubmiſſion to Mr. B. B's. ignorance, there 
were ſeveral Decrecs made when Vigilius was a true Pope, par- 
ticularly his Judicatum and Conſtitutum —_— to this mat- 
ter. But the Conſtitution being that we are diſputing about, 
I have already prov'd by the manifeſt Date of the Decree, that 
it was made full 3 Years-after he was a true Pope. If that 
proof was good; why is it put again as a Queſtion? If it be 
not good, why was it not anſwer d? Nay, Mr. B. B. puts it 
here as one main point, yet wanting to be proved; and yet 
in the next Leaf, gives us ſome Abſtracts out of the Decree, - 
and ſays, all which-was tranſacted when Vigilius was A true 
Pope, after the Death of Sylverius; and therefore my An- 
lagoniſt mig ht have ſpar d the labour of Calculating the Tears. 
What can be more unfair, than to make this a Queſtion to be 
proved ? (that is) as if it were yet not proved, and at a little 
diſtance, when it ſerves his turn, to own it is fo plain; as that 
it needs no proof ; but this is their conſtant courſe, and thus 
they bring the ſame Texts of Scripture a thouſand times over 
and over again, to prove their Infallability, when they have 
been anſwer d, and ſhown plainly not to refer to any ſuch 
matter; this is moving in a Circle, and making no end of 
Controverſy. But this firſt Point being allow'd, I proceed

To prove that that Decree was in favour of the Neſtorian. 
Hereſy : And in the entrance to ſoften his Party a little, I'll 
ſhew them that ſome great Men of their Church, are aſnam d 
of the frivolous Excuſes and Gloſſes, that others forge to e- 
vade it. The Renowned Mr. Mainbourg of France has theſe 
words, in his Eleventh Chapter of the Foundation and Pre- 
rogatives of the Church of Rome, tranſlated by Mr. Lovel. 
Pope Vigilius, before the fifth Council, made a Conſtitution, 
which he addreſſed to the Emperor Juſtinian, wherein, among 
other things, undertaking the Defence of the Letter of Ibas 
Biſhop of Edeſſa, he declares, that according to the words of 
that Letter, underſtood in the ſound ſenſe that might be given 
untq them, it ſeems to be Orthodox, and (triftly prohibits any 
whoſoever to Innovate any thing touching that Letter, in what 
manner ſoever it might be; nor to condemn it, ſeeing Ibas had 
been abſolv' d, and received as a Catholick in the Council of Cal- 
chedon. The fifth Council, which was held ſome time after, 
and at which Vigilius would never aſſiſt, tho he was 
then at Conſtantinople, where that Synod was calebra- | 
ted, that decided exactly the contrary. For having examin'd *' 
the Letter of Ibas, concerning which, the Council of Calche- 
don pronouncid nothing, it ſolemnly declares the ſame. Hereti- 
ſt cal, and impious, as containing the Blaſpbe mies of Theodore 
Wo of Mopſveſtia, and Neſtorius againſt Jeſus Chriſt, and hus 
| holy r, and pronounces Anathema, againſt all thoſe who 
| Anathematize it not, and dare undertake thedefence hereof; as 
if it had been approved in the Council of Calchedon. There 
you have two Decrees quite . contrary one to another. M, hence 
it muſt follo&;, that either the Council in its Deciſion, or the 
Pope in his Conſtitution are deceiv d, and maintain an Error. 
Or whether that Pope did at length conſent to that Council, as 
| T have ſaid, upon the Credit of very good Vouchers, or that he 
| never conſented to it, as there are ſome who affirm : It is cer- 
= tain, that his Succeſſors, Pelagius II. and Gregory the Great

have apprbv'd it, and that it hath always been receiv'd ſince 
without Contradiction, by all the Weſtern Church, as a true 
&Aommenical Council which cannot Err. It i then moſt cer- 
tain, that Vigilius decided wrong in his Conſtitution, and that 
by conſequence, even according to the Popes and Church of Rome 
in the fifth Age, the Popes for all they are Heads of the Church, 
are not therefore infallible. And theſe words are thus far Fa- 


ther Maimbourgs. But becauſe Mr. B. B. has appeal d to the 


Records of thoſe Ages, T'll examin more particularly Yigiliuss 
Conſtitution, and then the Fifth General Council, and ſhew 
they are point blank contrary one to another, the one Damn- 


ing all thoſe that Damn the three Chapters, and the other 


Damning all thoſe that do not Damn the three Chapters, and 
declaring them Hereticks; which Sentence of Condemnation 
Vigilius can no ways avoid. .

privation, and all the methods of Anathematizing imaginable. 
Here then is a moſt poſitive Defence and Vindication of the

Leet us then in the next place go on to examin, what the 
Fifth General Council has determin'd and decreed in oppoſi- 
tion hereto; Wherein we ſhall find they have decreed the di- 
re& Contrary, and have anſwer d every particular reaſoning, 
word and thing, in the whole Conſtiration : So as that it is 
beyond doubt, to have had expreſs relation thereto. When 
it ſeveral times Anathematizes, and declares them Neftorians, 
and Hereticks, that do aſſert, and hold any ſuch Propoſitions,

and this being a moſt approy'd General Council, it/is a clear 


Proof and unanſwerable Teſtimon n. 
The three firſt Seſſions of this Fifth General Council. of 
Conſtantinople, were ſpent in Meſſages, and in endeavouring 
to perſwade Vigilius to come and join with them. But in the 
fourth Collation, which was May (a) the 12th, they ſettl'd 
to buſineſs. And after the Blaſphemies (as they term it) of 
Theodore of Mopſveſtia were read, and his wicked Symbol, 
the holy Synod cry d, Satan compoſed this Creed, and ſo 
on. Anathema to Theodorus of Mopſveſtia, he has rejected 
the Goſpels, he has injur'd the Diſpenſation, Anathema to 
them that do not Anathematize him. His Defenders. are Zews, 
and his Followers are Pagans. And again, afterwards we all 
Anathematize Theodor us of Mopſueſiza. We all Anathema- 
tize Theodorus and his Writings. In the fifth (6) Collation, 
May the 13th. Foraſmuch doubtleſs, as they underſtood, 
that. VIgilius's Party inſiſted much upon this point, that Per- 
foris ought not to be Anathematiz'd and Condemn'd after 
Death, which accordingly is urged very much in Iigiliuss 
Conſtitution, and many forg d Stories, and falſe Hiſtorical 
Relations produc'd, as if it were expedient, and would not 
be too tedious, I could demonſtrate. The Council, to con- 
fute his falſe reaſoning, by many pregnant Inſtances. out of 
good Authentick Records, prove, that perſons for Heretical 
Doctrines may be condemn'd and anathematiz'd after death; 
and that in particular, Theodorus of Mopſveſtia had himſelf

omit further application, and ſuch reflecxions as would be ei-

Therefore I return to examin 1 Mr. B. B lay 8 foirher; 
Br the Councils of Epheſus and Calchedon, en were con- 
dem dthe Neſtorian and Eutychian Hereſies, and the Error, 
of Origines ; of which Errors Theodorus Biſhop of Mopſ- 
veſtia ce ſuſpetted, ſo was the Bock of Theodoritus, againſi 
the" 12 Chapters of Sr. Cyril, and the Letter of Ibas. He muſt 
be a pretty good Arithmetician, that can number up all the 
Falſheods contain d in theſe words, they amount to ſo vaſt a 


Summ. Firſt, There are thefe direct Falfſhoods in the words 


themſelves. The Errors of Origen were not meddl'd with, ei- 
ither in the Councils of Epheſus or Calchedon. Nor was The- 
oderus, Biſhop of Mopſveſtia, ever ſuſpected for an Originiſt, uf 

nor-Theodorit, nor Tbas; the quite contrary is more true; for 
Theodorus Biſhop of Mo 470 wrote (4) a Treatiſe of Hi- 
Rory and Allegory Origen. Nor was this Error revived, 
fill Aout the! time AN S weriuss death, which was the moſt of 


a hundred years 2 the latter of theſe Conncils, and after

the Errors (in conſequence) from theſe, thouſan ds uf Falſ- 
hoods would enſue ; but we need take in no more than whar 
directly lies in our way, for the Road's intirely paw'd with 
theſe ſtumbling Stones, that he has with wonderful Induſtry 
hew'd from St. Peter's Rock. And ſo continues Mr. B. B. Tes 
the Councils did not condemn them in particular with the Au- 
thor's Names, but was content to condemm the Doctrine of Ne- 
ſtorius and Origines, with their Adherents in general. Vet the 
Councils, what Councils? why of Epheſus and Calchedon, for 
he has named no other, this is a reiteration of the former falſ- 
hoods over again. But, continues Mr. B. B. Theodorus then 
Biſbop of Cæſgarea. Then Biſhop ; what, when the Councils 
of Epheſus and Calchedon ſat ? He was not born of 50 Years 
after the latter of them. But he adds, formerly infected with 
the Errors of Origines, incenſed at the Condenmation, audreſpd 
himſelf to the Emperor Juſtinian, to condemn the abovemention d 
three Perſons in particular, under the nume of the three Chap- 
ters. Something he has met * this effect, and with won · 
derful Ignorance he jumbles things together; his former In- 
fection — this Condemuation gelfdiy made him dream it was 
in the Councils of Epheſus and Calchedon, whereas it wasabout 
the time, or not long before Agilius was a true Pope, that Pe- 
lagius returning out of the Eaſtern Parts, brought along with 
him Eulogius, Conon, Cyriacus, and Pancratrus, Monks of 
for alem, with the Propofitions colle&ed out of theBooks pf 
rigen, to have them condemn'd, againſt which the Emperor 
ſhortly publiſh'd a Decree, and calPd' a Council, which con- 
demn d Origen. Whoever ſeriouſly conſiders the inveteracy 
of the Emperor againſt this Hereſy, the ſtriqt Command that 
he gave, that all Biſhops and Monks, ſhould forth with, by 
(c writing in aBook, Curſe or AnathematizeOrigen's Errors, 
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. (a) Dictata eſt in Originem, &illa capitula Anathematis damnatio, quam ſubſeri- 
bentes una cum Menna Archiepiſcopo apud Conſtantinopolim reperti Lib. C. 23. 
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and how great Theodorus of Cæſurea was at the ſame time with 
the Emperor, muſt rather conclude this a Neſtorian fiction, 
like that of their branding the Emperor and Empreſs with Eu- 
tychianiſm ; but this I rather let paſs, than ſpend too much 
time further to prove. The Emperor, ſays Mr. B. B. raſol) pub- 
liſb'd a Decree to that purpoſe. Why Raſhly? I dare lay it was 
not compoſed under () two days time. It is as noble a De- 
cree and fine a Penn'd thing, as any I know extant, and this 
from the beginning of his Reign, by various leſſer fort of Ma- 
nifeſto's, he had declard to be his Sentiment, and had ever 
labour'd to ſuppreſs the Hereſy. But Mr. B. B. goes on. H/hich 
Pope Vigilius did refuſe to ſign; becauſe he aiſcover'd the draft 
of it was to leſſen the Authority of the Council off Calchedon, 
which Council did not condemn them three Chapters in particu- 
lar. This indeed was the pretence of all the Neſtorians, and 
accordingly of Vgilius. But the 5th General Council (c)

Hr ubich Baronius does highly commend his Prudence.) E. 
Yaſmns writ the praiſe of a Fool; and ſo men, when they have 
a mind te ſhe w the ſtretch of invention, and are engag'd to a 
Party, may applaud the very worſt of Fiends, as Milton does 
Lucifer in his Paradice loſt : But. it is not a fatisfaftoryrea- 
Jon for all that. Firſt then, in none of the four General Coun- 
cils, was there ever ſo great a multitude of Weſtern Biſhops; 
nay, FYigtlins had almoſt as many Biſhops'with.himnow, as 
there was at all the four General Councils join d together; and 
ſo at the Conference, the Biſhops that were ſent from the fifth 
General Council (a) told him. And af he agreed that they 
ſhould proceed to the Examen of the three Chapters then, he 
had certainly better have joined with them for they acted 
not then under Colour, but command of his Authority, and 
he might have corrected or prevented many Irregularities, and 
with his Biſhops might have argn'd them into reaſon and good 
temper ; and it would have better become that Brotherly Cha- 
rityz that ought to be among all Chriſtians, and eſpecially the 
Miniſtry, to have had them meet together, rather than ſepe- 
rate into Conventicles.

equal Authority with the other threeGeneral Councils, eridea- 
vouring to reconcile and fatisfic, as many of thoſe that oppo- 
ſed it as we could, and thoſe that perſever d we Expell'd; 
ing fully convinced, that all that the Council of Cildhedpn 
has eFpounded about the Faith, is altogether conſonant to t 
other three General Councils. Thefe chinꝑs taking place, whe 
the followers of Neſtorius could not effect their are in the 
name of 'Neſtorius, they endeavourꝭd to introduce their Im- 

pieties in the Name ef Theodby brus of Mo fueftia, Ne eftorits's 
faſter, *who blaſphetn'd againit-Chrift) worſe than Neftgrita 
himſelf ; and y che wicked "Writings of Theodurit, and he 
Impious Epiſtle of as, which they ſaid was receiy'd by the 
Holy Council of Calehedon. But this they fay, not in de-

the right Faith. For his Majeſty has commanded thoſe four 
| — Holy Councils to be preached up, and inſerted in the Sacred 
Dypricks of the Church, which before God Almighty placed 
him in the Throne, had never been done in the, Church; 
theſe are ſo full, that I cannot fee what Mr. B. * proves by 
Hgilins's inſiſting ſo much on the Council of Calchedon as a 
plea for his not condemning the three Chapters, but thereby 
he. directly falls under that Anathema, denounced by the faid 
fifth General Council, (2) in the fifth and ſixth Canons ; and 
again, in the 14th Canon before cited. . Now! therefore, let 
N hat Mr, N. B.adds' further. He (that is Hit

to them, that is, to the fifth General Council. But the mat 
ter of greateſt moment, I ſhall more inſiſt on, wiz. his Con- 
demnation of the 60. Sentences. And what I offer hereupon 
is, that in the Letter of St. Cyril to Acactus, which was read 
in the fifth Collat. of this fifth General Council „it is (ard, 
(a) that Proclus was the Collector of certain Chapters out of. 
the Books of Theodorus, which he preſented to the Oriental 
Biſhops at Antioch, to have them Anathematize them, and 
Pigilius in his Conſtitution mentions (6) the ſame, but with 
much additional forgery. Then ſecondly , Benignus an E- 
minent Biſhop in the fifth General Council, and the. ſeventh 
Biſhop that ſubſcrib'd thereto, was the Perſon that brought 
theſe 60 Chapters (c) from the Emperor to Vgilius, to be 
conſider' d of, and Anathematiz d by him. In the fourth Gol: 
lation of the ſaid fifth General Council, the ame Capitula were 

read and Anathematiz d, and 11 more. vis. 71. Since 9 
in all probability they had both the ſame Chapters laid before 
them, III ſhew you, that by VYgilius, thofe 11 Chapters that 
were cull'd out of the 71 in the Council, which he peculiarly. 
refus'd to Anathematize, contain the moſt damnable Heretical 
Doctrines imaginable. For they deny the (d) future Judg= 
ment. Revile and Reject the Canon of Scripture, as (e) Ge. 
neſis, (F) Job, Proverbs, Ecclęſiaſtes, the Canticles, or the 
Songs (g) of Solomon, which he calls carnal Songs, vrit by: 
Salomon, to Court his Concubines and Whores withal. Now

picks out fuch things as theſe, and refuſes to Anathema- 
tize them, and the Broachers of them, be not a Heretick. 
But Mr: B. B. adds, He directs the Council to proceed according 
tu the four Evangils,” the Creeds, the four Councils of Nice, 
Conſtant. Epheſ. and Calchedon, and the Deciſions of the A.- 
poſtolick-See: Oh for one word of Truth out of this Gentle- 
man's Mouth! it would be as refreſhing as a Drop of Water. 
to Divess Tongue; for tis a ſort of wading in the Flames 
of Hell, to have nothing but Falſhood or Forgery. He di- 
re&s:the Council ! Where are thoſe Directions? This Con- 
ſtitution, which (it is plain) he refers to, was directed to the 
Emperor, and ſent to him, and not to the Council; nor was 
it read in the Council, or ever taken notice of in Council; 
further then, that they were careful to anſwer every particular 
therein, and Anathematize and Damn for Hereticks, the Au- 
thots, Broachers and Abettors of ſuch Doctrines; and Yigr- 
lius is taken in with the prophane Vulgar. Theſe were the 
Propoſitions they made to Vigilius, and they gave him full 
aſſurance, they would proceed according to this method, 
when they invited him to join with them, but'nevei received 
an directions from him; but on the other hand; plainly 
condemn d him for a Heretick, jointly with all the Neſtorian 
Party. But. ſays Mr. B. B. He further condemns all his (that 
is Theodor us) Dactrine, as. far as it agrees with that of Ne- 
ſtorids. Non ſolum ſenſu, ſed aure, whether in ſenſe or 
faut. Here's the Pope and Jeſuit hugging each other, E- 
quivocation upon Equiyocation : The Heretick lurking like 
a Snake in the Graſs ; As far as it agrees with. Neſtorius ! 
Which implicitly approves all the Doctrines of Theodorus, 
chat could not be direBtly fixed upon Neforins, as particular- 
ly the above-mentioned. Nay, the very ſame Doctrines that 
they would condemn, under the Name of Nęſtorius, they 
would maintain under the Writings of Theodorus, Theodorit 
and 1þas, being theſe, they ſaid, were approved by the Coun- 
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eil of Calchelon. And therefore, When they Anatfrematiz d 
Neſtorius, they would afterwards declare it Was for ſuch 0˙ 
ther Doctrines, as Were fiot eontaind in the Writmgs app pro- 
ved by the Council of Calcheen; and they had any mere 
ſuch Sophiſms and Fetches, Which are more fully laid down 
by. Leontius. But, ſays Mr. B. B. he recommends to the Coun- 
cil to be tender of his Perſon; becauſe the. Council of Calche- 
don did ſpare his Name. This is à plain Inſtance of what'T 
have aſſerted > But continues Mr. B. B. And thut in regard 
he Condemned and Anathematix d the Tmpious Neſtorius, and 
retracted his Error in that Council. Herein are more poſit ive 
Falſhoods than Words. For this [He] is plainly Theodor us 
of Mopſveſtia, for he ſpeaks of him alone here, and begins 
not with Theodorit and Ibas till the next Section. And this 
Ccunell is the aforeſaid Council-of Calahedon. Then Tafferr, 
that Igilius does neither ſay that Theodorns ever condemned 
Neſtoriuus or that he Anathematized him, or calbti him Im- 
pious, or Retracted, or faid that he'Err'd; nor that he was at 
the Council. Then again, theſe are all abſolutely falſe in 
themſelves, whether Voilius ſaid fo or no ; ; for Theodorus 
died:four Yeats before the Council of Epheſus, wherein Ne- 
forius was firſt Condemn'd;"and that was 20'Years before the 
Council of Calchedon. But Mr. B. B. ſays, further alledg- 
ing, That there was no advantage in raiſing a War againſt the 
Dead, ſince the Sacred Countil of E hefus; and Calchedon 
thought fit to ſpare their Names außen alive: Pho; Vigiliur 
Anathematiz he 60 Chapters of Theodorus in his Oonſtitu- 
e YEE cherein A he 8 afterward undertakes 
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modo "adſcribere v vel irrogare voluerit. Et 


ou he condemns them only under 
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2 Pope and Council. And herein you have Pope Vigi-

furcher then, to: clear the point, and maniſeſt the truti. L 
haye then already ſhewn, that the ground of all this Diſpute 
was againſt the Neſtoriun Hereſy, revived under the notion of 
the three Chapters. If there was any ſhadow of pretence, that 
| what was moved concerning the Perſon of Iheodorus was per- 
ſonal, there could be none as to Theodorat and Jhas, for every 
one muſt own them Catholicks, after their Anathematizing 
Neſtorius in the Council of Calchedon, the only Queſtion was 
about their Writings. Theodorus, Theodorit and lbas, were 
all dead nigh a hundred years before „ and to hat intent and 
purpoſe, ſhould ſo much Rrojls-and. Confuſion be about the 
Condemnation of their Perſons, but that a point of Faith was 
at the bottom. In other concerns, we neither find the Empe. 
ror ſo bitter, nor Higilius ſo zealous; in caſe of Zoilus and 
Apolliuams, he: Was rather poorly compliant: The point of 
Faith was the whole of the Debate, beyond Controverſy; for 
they could have no other end in condeinning their Perſons, 
than intirely to cut off the Ne/torzan Hereſy root and branch, 
that ſhelter'd it ſelf under their Names. Again, if it had been 
perſonal only as bare matecraiſ Fact, the Proceedings muſt have 
run upon their immoral: Ad ions and Tranſgreſſions againſt 
the Commandments,. but they are intirely of another Nature, 
ſuch as relate to Faith only, and therefore the fifth General 
Coumgil declares it, r times (a) to 2 Ide. 
So des ti Defenders, as well as the Oppugners of the three 
Chapters. Tucundus ( in his defence of the threr Chapters ſays, 
the intent of condemning. them was, to have aboliſh'd the Ca- 
tholick and 


olick Faith. Juſtinian on the other hand, 
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in his Rpiſtie v che Council, aſſerts many times, that it is 4 
matter of Faith, and fo does: the General Council cloſe their. 
Canons, wich a clear Declaration as to this Head. Men: may 
be Condemn d and Anathemlatiz d for immoral ACigns, and 
matters of Fact but are never declar d Hereticks {or any thing 
but for Errors in point of Faich unleſs they atierc and vindi- 
cate ſome Doarunal Points; contrary to the Fundamental Prin- 
ciples of rhe. Chriſtian Religion,; and accordingly it was the 
Writings, rather than the Actions they condemn'd of Theodg- 
rus; Ibeudarit and Thas ;- and 10-1 eaking of the Epiſtle of 
Ibas, tays the General Council, Ihe whole Epiſtle: is Hereti- 
cal. (6) He that does not Anathematixè it is a Heretick, He 
that recerves it*1s. a Heretich. On the other hand, Vigilins (c) 
Anathematizes all thc ſe that ſhall do, day or write any thing 
relating to the three Chapters, contrary-to what he had aſſert- 
ed and conſtituted in vindication of them. So that here a Ge- 
neral Council has poſitively pronounc'd Ngilius and his Coun- 
cil Hereticks, and 1 "_ and his Council Anathematizingty
